FACTS ABOUT ENSILAGE. 


S«vonteen Points for the ThoneWal Con- 


sideration of ABriculturwtn. 


1. Solos may be made with any of the 


various building materials, and some 
[very crudely and cheaply constructed 
haye been found to do good service. 


2. Silos may be above ground or 


xinderground, or partly both; they 
should be water tight and preferably 
air tight and f i ost-proof , although these 
two points aru not essential. 


3. The situation, torm and construc- 


tion of the silo, and the arrangements 
for fiHing, covering and emptying 
should be largely governed by local 
conditions. 
4. Several small silos, independent 


or connecting, are better than one 
large one; and the depth should be 
•onsiderably greater than the length, 
width, or diameter. 


5. Silos may bo filled slowly or 


quickly, in all weathers, and heavily 
weighted or not weighted at all; the 
silage produced wiU vary in condition 
and quality, but these variations ol 
management do not very materially af- 
fect the result. • 


6 Any plant or vegetable product 


good for cattle food, when green or 
fresh, may be preserved as silage, ra 
an ediable and succulent condition, 
throughout the year or» for several 
years. 
7. As a rule, all horses, mules, 


cattle, sheep, swine and poultry are 
fond of ensilage, if its mateual is ever 
auoh as eateu by l.hem. Most farm 
animals prefer rt to good roots. 


8. The best Chne at which to out any 


growing plant to make good ensilage 
IB when the plant approaches maturity, 
'and is beginning to decrease in the 
percentage of its water contents. 


9. The cost ol preserving a given 


erop as ensilage does not materially 
difier from curing the same crop by 
drying, in a suitable season; but crops 
can be ensilaged and preserved in sea- 
sons when they would be lost if drying 
was attempted. 
10. An acre of corn as ensilage will 


weigh four times is much as the same 
B»op dried as fodder 
11 An acre of corn, field cured, 


stored in the most compact manner pos- 
sible, will occupy a space ten times a» 
great as if in the lorm of ensilage. 


12. The chemistry of the silo is still 


much in the dark. The contents oi 
any one silo filled with crops from tho 
same land, and apparently managed in 
tbe same way, year after year, will 
differ in condition and quality i^differ- 
ent years. 
13. As food lor cattle, as well as 


other kinds of farm stock, ensilage 
forms a good and very cheap substitute 
for roots, and its condimental effects 
are especially apparent, but tbe usual 
ensilage crops fail to fill the place of 
the root crop in a judicious farm rota- 


14. In feeding, the best results follow 


a moderate ration of ensilage, rather 
than the entire substitution for dry, 
coarse fodder. 
15. Ensilage, 
and especially good 


corn ensilage, when compared with 
dry corn fodder, or with other feeding 
stuffii, produce results so satisfactory as 
to sui prise the chemist, and which 
chemistry can not explain 
16. A silo or two, well built; but nol 


too large or too expensive, are conven- 
ient and economical on most farms, to 
save crops, which at times might other- 
iwise be lost, if not to preserve some 
crops especially grown for ensilage. 


17. The exten-sive use of ensilage up- 


on any farm is chiefly a question of con- 
venience and economy, which local con- 
ditions must decide.— Denver Field and 
Farm-

Bulletin No. 14 of the Agricultural 


College of Michigan consists of a valu- 
able practical paper by Prof. A. J. 
Cook, giving an aocouni of his success- 
ful treatment of the codling moth and 
bark louse. He has no v used arsenic 
ht some of its forma en the codling 
wonnfor six years, without any fail- 
ore. London purple pi oves as effect- 
oal is Paris green, is cheaper, and re- 
mains longer mixed with water. He 
mixes a ponnd of the powder with fifty 
gallons of water, wetting the powder 
first into a paste, and then adding it to 
the water. A common pail will hold 
enough for a large apple tree; a kero- 
gene barrel may be usjd for a small 
orchard, and a large tank on a wagon 
tor larger ones. The barrel may be 
get on end, and the water entirely pre- 
vented from splashing out by n mova- 
ble float, an inch or tfl o smaller than 
the barrel. 
Two holes are boreil 


through this float, oni> for the hose- 
pipe and the other for the stirrer. It 
is important to spray tl e trees as soon 
as the apples are as large as peas, 
which 13 much more effectual than 
doing it later; and the showering 
should be » little higher than the trees, 
go as to come down from above on tbu 
young1 fruit, which thi'n stands erect 
and catches the liquid i i the calyx eup. 
This is substantially the method which 
we have adopted with mccess for sev- 
eral years, and those who use it foi 
their orchards should not delay its early 
application. 
, Prot. Cook has discarded the papei 
bands, as they are only partially suc- 
cessful at best, and require attention 
every ten days. Enclosing sheep and 
swine does well as far as it goes, bnt 
(bay destroy only the part which fall* 
with the fruit 
The af^mpted capture 


of the flying moths with sweetened 
"water and with lights amounts to noth- 
ing at all and usually e.itches the wrong 
insect. 
For the bark-louse, which in many 


parts of the country does much harm 
to fruit trees, Prof. Cook recommends 
the old remedy of soft toap, in a strong 
solution, applied in June, and again 
three weeks later.— Covntry Gentleman,

er, described u meeting held at Zepp's 
Hull March la, when

The witness began his testimony by 


stilting that he was a member of the 
American branch of the International 
Workingmcn's Union and belonged to 
the armed section of that force. Contin- 
uing, Detective Jonhson said that he had 
joined this organization for the purpose 
of Bulling out their objects and taking 
secret notes of their proceedings. He 
attended all the meetings of the union 
from February 22, 188S, to January, 
1880. 
He took written reports of the 


meetings and turned them over to W. A. 
J'lnkerton, superintendent of the detec- 
tive a»ency. Tlie witness stilled he hud 
since learned that other Plukerton men 
hail beun detailed on the sunn; service. 
JUs own attendance ut the meetings of 
the armed section was confined to two 
occasions. At a meeting of the American 
group, tlie date of whicli was given by 
the wltneMs Fisher, one of the defend- 
ants Introduced a resolution denouncing 
n imin named Wright, who it wus alleged 
had escaped punishment due for some 
crime, by means of his high standing In 
society. Spies opposed the resolution say- 
Ing: "Whut is the use ol passing reso- 
lutions? 
Now Is au opportunity for 


some of our young men to go and shoot 
Wright." At unolher meeting, April 1, 
Kples, Iu a similar milliner, advised the 
shooting of a police sergeant who had 
been tried upon a serious charge, but ac 
quitted on the testimony of brother offi- 
cers. As a further example ol how the 
leading Anarchists were continuously 
seizing upon 
every Incident engaging 


public attention aud urging subordinate 
members to make It the occasion of aotna 
startling act of vlollnce, the witness re- 
lated that Flelden, referring to the uew 
Board of Trade building, said at one ol 
tho meetings: "What a splendid oppor- 
tunity there would be for some bold lel- 
low, next Tuesday evening, to m ake the 
capitalists tremble by blowing up the 
building and all there la In it." 


Witness then took each separate meet- 


Ing of the American group of the Inter- 
national Working People's Association 
between February 22, 1885, and January 
22, 188li, mentioned the date specifically 
aud proceeded by reference to memo- 
randa to detail exactly when, where, how 
often and under what circumstances each 
ol the defendants had advocated attacks 
ou tho mllltlu and police, anif particularly 
the use of dynamite. Incidentally Do- 
tectlvo Johnson told how Parsons, in a 
certain speech, had 
said: "I lived 


on snowballs all lust winter, but by — I 
won't do It this winter." At the nar- 
ration ol this sally ol her hnsband 
Mrs. Parsons langhed till the tears run 
down her cheeks, and then ostentatious- 
ly -wiped her eyes with a flaming scarlet 
handkerchief. The alarm that hud mani- 
fested Itself among the eight defendants 
upon the first appearance of the detective 
on the stand, had by this time somewhat 
subsided. It had entirely disappeared at 
the end of the lino ut which Lingg and 
Kugel, who knew little English, were 
stationed. 
Beyond the latter grizzly- 


looking Anarchist sat his pretty seven- 
teen-year-old daughter. She leaned her 
arm on one arm ol her father's chair, up- 
on the opposite arm of which rested the 
elbow of youthful, good-looking Louis 
Lingg. The old man sat bolt upright be- 
tween them apparently lost In thought, 
while the two young people chatted 
and laughed to their hearts' content. 
Even Lingg, however, grew serious again 
when the detective began to recount his 
experience at a meeting of the armed 
section held August 24 at 54 West Lake 
street. Twenty or tweuty-flve men were 
present and two women. A man armed 
with a long sword, dressed In blue blouse 
aud wearing u slouched bat ordered all 
to fall In. Whoever wished to join tho 
company were told to step to the front. 
The detective and two others stepped 
forward. Upon the Captain's demand- 
ing that each should be vouched for by 
some member of the company, the de- 
tective was for u moment ut a loss how 
to proceed. To his great relief Parsons 
volunteered to be his sponsor. 


At this evidence every man among the 


defendants turned 
inquiringly toward 


Parsons. That individual was evidently 
nonplussed. 
The 
company, 
witness continued, 


drilled for three-quarters of an hour in 
the regular manual. A man tlieu camu 
In with two tin boxes, whicli he placed 
on the table. The drlllmuster invited all

to examine the ' latest improved 


dynamite bombs. They were carefully 
examined by all the members.

In case of a con- 
flict with the authorities the Internation- 
al Rifles were to act in concert with the 
Lehr and Wehr Verein. The first of May 
was spccillcully mentioned as the most 
available opportunity for bringing) about 
the "Social revolution." 
"The llrst of 


May,' Flelden had said, "will be a grand 
time to strike thogblow. There will be 
lllty thousand men out of employment." 


The witness related significant confi- 


dential talk, giving place, date und hour.- 
which he hud overheard between Flelden 
and Spies. Frequently during tills testl. 
mouy Spies started In blank surprise, not 
so much apparently ut the utterances laid 
before the jury as the closeness with 
whicli he had been shadowed by the de- 
tectives, whom It was evident had been 
at his elbow in the most totally unexpect- 
ed places. 


Nearly oue-thlrd of the afternoon was 


given to the cross-examination of Detec- 
tive Johnson and it was ttien announced 
that the lawyers for the defense would 
begin Monday morning with fnrtliet 
questioning "to ascertain whether this 
witness should be depended on." It 
was evident that the;defense, anticipating 
equally definite and much more damag- 
ing testimony from detective sources, had 
determined upon u supreme effort to dis- 
credit It iu advance by every device in 
their power before the Introduction oi 
the detectives who relieved Johnson and 
remained during - the then rapidly ap- 
proaching crisis as spies In the camp ol 
the Anarchists.

Flatly Contradicted By Julius R. Freder- 


icks, Another Member of the Expedi- 


tion—Inspired By Jealousy. 


SAN FBANCISCO, 
July 25.—Ei-Ser- 


geant Maurice Council, one ol the sur- 
vivors ol the Greely Arctic expedition, 
and who has been employed in the Sig- 
nal-Service department in this city, re- 
ceived his discharge from the army yes- 
terday, and was interviewed by a Chron- 
icle reporter. The substance of the in- 
terview was published to-day and gives 
his version ol affairs for the period 
shortly preceding the rescue of the party. 
He asserts that Dr. Pavey was ialsely ac- 
cused of stealing food, whon suspicion 
pointed to Greely; that Greely caused 
Henry to be shot for an offense that ho 
condoned In others. On the subject ol 
cannibalism he said that the bodies were 
mutilated, but he has no knowledge ol 
who the mutilators were, as he was un- 
conscious for a considerable time before 
the rescue. Important statements mnda 
by Connell are thut the records which 
claim thattlfc' Greely expedition made a 
point "iartuest north" raises the ques- 
tion whether the observations on which 
the claim Is based are not wholly erro- 
neous. 


A Flat Contradiction. 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
Ind , 
July 26.—The 


statements made in the Associated Press 
dispatches Saturday of Maurice Connell, 
a member of the Greely expedition, were 
yesterday shown to Julius R. Fredericks, 
a member of the expedition now engaged 
in business In this city. The statements 
of Connell were to the effect thtt it was 
doubtful If the American flag was really 
placed further north than the English 
flag; that Greely himself 
was 
first 


suspected 
of 
stealing 
the 
food; 


that 
Henry 
and 
Dr. 
Puvy 
were 


falsely 
accused 
ol 
doing 
so, and 


that Greely caused Henry to be shot 
lor an offense which he condoned In oth- 
ers. To a reporter of the Journal Ser- 
geant Frederick suld, wilh some, warmth: 
"These statements are almost, entiiely 
false. 
I myself saw Henry slealhi!: food 


on three different occasions, and the 
party demanded his life on three diBer- 
ent occasions before Greely would allow 
It to be taken. Henry wus a prisoner 
during the greater part of the winter be- 
cause of his thefts, and tlie guard was 
taken away from him only when so many 
men had died that it was impossible 
to guard him longer.

Mexico. 


CITY OP MEXICO, July 26.—The Diaro, 


official, publishes a government conces- 
sion 
lor a colony on the shore- ol 


Tapalotampa bay, Gali ol Lower Cali- 
fornia, State of Sinaloa, an enterprise In 
which several thousand citizens of the 
United States have a large pecuniary In- 
terest, and that the head of which is Civil 
Engineer A. K Owen. The document is 
of great length. It authorizes the survey 
and taking possession ol government 
land at Tapalotampo bay. The colouy 
will be agricultural and industrial and 
will be composed of at least fifty families. 
It is provided that the Spanish language 
must be taught In the elementary schools 
of the colony. Exemption of duties oo 
machinery and agricultural implements is 
granted lor ten years. 
The Government will pay annually lor 


two years, one hundred and fifty dollars 
for each family settled, and for each sin- 
gle person not connected with any fami- 
ly the sum of forty dollars annually for 
two years. It is also provided that the 
company must run a steamer between 
Tapalotampo by and the Gulf of Califor- 
nia and Pacific coast ports. It is toe in- 
tention ol the projectors ol the enterprise 
to begin the settlement of the colony in 
October and to establish the colony on 
Socialist principles. Plans for laying out 
a city are already prepared.

These resulted in 
the destruction of a number of small 
villages that had sprung up on tha 
mountain's base, -and almost all then 
inhabitants were buned in the .houses. 
About th« time these periodical erup- 
tions ceased there was a flood of watei 
suddenly dashed down the sides of tha 
mountain, but this has been commonly 
accounted for as being the result of tha 
sudckn melting of a thick carpet o) 
snow which spread over th« entire ele- 
vation. The next and last great erup- 
tion, was a little more than thirty-fou: 
years ago, when mammoth cloads o 
fine dust were emitted and hung tor « 
tun* over all of the uorroun-iBg eoun 
try. 
This was followed by immense 


streams of lava, the largest two issuin, 
from new mouths on the ftiu-k of thi 
mountain, one taking the direction oi 
Zaffarana and the other that of Giarra. 
One of tliese streams was two miles 
broad ami nearly two hundred ieet 
deep, and it precipitated itself, a fiery 
torrent, down the sides of the moun- 
tain, and on the level it advanced at 
the rate of six hundred feet an hour 
Trifling eruptions uaye taken place 
siace that time, but none have oc- 
curred which occasioned any consider- 
able loss of property or life. Then, 
too, during the intervening years tha 
line of vegetation has gradually crepl 
higher and higher upon the side of the 
elevation, at places well nigh reaching 
its summit.—hidianapolis Journal.

ng proportion of the herds I have re- 
cently examined contain case* of tuber- 
outosis, and I know of one herd in 
which there jure ten cows sick with th« 
disease from which the milk supply ol 
one of the largest hotels of tB« city is 
obtained. When yon consider the fact 
that the milk from one cow is sufficient 
So spread the germs—the bacteria, ai 
the doctors call them—oi the diseas* 
through the entire supply of a herd, 
you can imagine what sort of a milk 
supply that hotel is getting. Of .course, 
1 have not examined any thing lik* all 
of the herds about Philadelphia, bnt 
judging from the cases which I hays 
found in a number of them I am satis- 
fied that the disease is quite common. 
The great difficulty with it is that iniU 
early stages it is very difficult to de- 
tect, and in order to fully protect the* 
milk consumers, constant inspection is 
necessary. The germs of the disease' 
in tho milk can be readily detected 
through a microscope. There is no 
more hopes of treating a case of tuber-1 
culosis in a cow than of attempting to 
save a human life when grim consump- 
tion has got a gnp upon the patient. 


"Is there no escape from this dan- 


ger?" 


"None from those who drink milk as 


it comes from the milker. But after 


t milk has been boiled, the germs of the 
' disease are dead and the disease can not 


be contracted.— Philadelphia

derinl method. This map contains a 
imall section of the Milky Way, and 
presents to view five thousand stars, 
. ra.n"ing from the sixth to tk« fifteectb 
Snagnitnde. In view of the fact that 


there are forty-one thousand superficial 
degrees in the firmament, it is esti- 
mated that a representation of th« 
whole surface, completed, in the sanM 
way, would require six. thousand simi- 
lar sections, forming OBC thousand fivi 
hundred ecliptic-1 oharte. It is fnrUiai 
estimated — gigantic as sach a work ap- 
pears— that, if it wei« undertaken by 
six or eight obserratoJ-ies, larorably 
aituat&d in the two hemispherea, tb4 
work might be concluded in five or su 
years, and would contain photograph* 
of 20,000.000 stars, down to tha ntUenth 
magnitude.— if. f.
